as an article, I was thinking of including your behavior in 
running around New Orleans trying to recruit witches as witnesses, 
as evidence of the fact that even well-intentioned persons, such 
as yourself, can end up on a vigilante crusde that is just as atrocious 
as the old McCarthy days, and certainly as incorrect as the Warren 
Commission. I thought your arrogant, self-righteous, insensitive 
behavior in New Orleans would provide a better balance for those 
attempting to understand just why some of the 1C staffers could 
actually believe their ora BS; you know, by showing the reader 
that that failing is not restricted to those who were on the 
staff of the official investigation, but also infects those 
who, like yourself, claim to be after the truth.

Do you lave any comments I might add to my writeup? 

With the passage of the intervening years, do you still believe 
that Kerry committed any crimes connected with this affair, el ther 
before or after the fact? 

Any second thoughts about writing letters, appa rently unauthorized,
